In that case they 
may prefer to carry the makings 
of salad separately, and mix them 
just before serving.

Cold meat—cured pork shoulder, 
ham, a roast of any kind, corned 
beef, dried beef—and of these is 
easy carry, as is also a meat loaf, 
either whole or sliced, canned sal- 
mon, 
sardines, or salt fish.
